The IPC met to discuss the NSC tasker requesting 
submission of new public diplomacy actions plans and themes. 
The IPC agreed to the following points: 

1. The draft outline reviewed at the meeting (copy 
attached) would be the format for all public diplomacy action 
plans. Minor changes in length in Section II and structure of 
domestic/international themes in Section IV of the outline 
could be made as necessary by the working groups. 

2. The actions plans are due in Ambassador Helman's 
office COB May 8 for forwarding to NSC.

3. The NSC meeting chaired by Bob Dean will be 
rescheduled for May 12. 

4. New Themes: P will submit action plans on the 
Philippines and Haiti. PA will submit an additional paper on 
the budget crisis. 

5. We will consider U.S. -Soviet relations and Europe, 
focusing on INF and Glasnost, as a future theme. Korea may 
also be added to the list. 

6. S/CT will not submit its action plan through this 
committee but would work through its existing interagency 
structure .
